As a 
result, annual taxes for a 
Wilmington homeowner will rise 
from $2,865, which was the rate 
for Fiscal Year 2002, to $2,982 for 
Fiscal Year 2003. That’s a jump 
of $117. 

According to Moynihan, the 
residential class in Wilmington 
represents 73 percent of the 
town's value but is responsible 
for 52 percent of the communi- 
ty’s tax levy. That stands in 
notable contrast to the class of 
Commercial-Industrial Personal 
property, which comprises of 
only 27 percent of the town's 
value but picks up 48 percent of 
the community's tax levy. 

Selectman Raymond Lepore 
was the only member of the 
board to vote against 
Moynihan'’s recommendation 
He felt that he could not 
approve an increase in the tax 
rate without first knowing the 
effect that it would have on such 
people in town as the elderly. 
Lepore was mainly influenced 
by his concern that nobody has 
informed him about how the 
town is planning to pay for the 


Columbus.

‘Planning ahead 
in Tewksbury 


“Eight eligible police offi- 
cers and three ‘irefighters in 
Tewksbury wili now be able 
to take advantage of the 
state’s early retirement 
incentive next year,” notes 
the “Tewkst«:ry Town Crier.” 

“Such au opportunity for 


recent piece of legislation 
that was sponsored by 
Representative James Miceli 
and Senator Susan Tucker. 
The legislation, which was 
submitted exclusively for 
Tewksbury, allows an exten- 
sion of the program through 
next year to provide another 
cost-saving measure for the 
town. 

“It is quite a coup to get 
this bill through,’ says 
Representative Miceli. ‘It 
was engrossed in one day, 
and usually it takes weeks 
for that to happen. That’s 
rare in state legislation.’ 

“To meet the town’s 
approximately $70 million 
budget, town officials were 
facing some deep cuts. In 
July, the Board of Selectmen 
helped. ease that crunch by 
voting to adopt the state's 
early retirement program. 
However, the vote excluded 
public safety personnel from 
participating in the program. 
The police department is los- 
ing seven sworn officers 
through regular retirement 
packages this year and would 
have lost up to eight more if 
the first proposal were 
extended to police and fire 
personnel, Such a loss would 
have constituted more than 
the town could bear. 


“Unlike the other depart- 
ments, replacing public safe- 
ty personnel is a measured 
process, says Town Manager 
David Cressman. 

“Police ; <afficers . are 
trained at amacademy before 
working on tii? job. Academy 
training, which lasts as long 


as twelve weeks, is offered 
only periodically. The town 
must consider that time- 


frame when planning.” 


Complications 
in Woburn 


“At its meeting, the City 
Council voted to approve a 
request from Solectria, Inc., 
for minor modifications to a 
special permit that was 
granted last year,” notes the 
Woburn edition of the “Daily 
Times Chronicle.” 

“The matter is a bit com- 
plicated since Solectria need- 
ed a special permit from the 
Planning Board for the 
firm’s light manufacturing 
component, while a second 
special permit was required 
from the City Council for the 
firm’s office space and 
research and testing facility. 

“At its meeting, the 
Planning Board voted to 
approve the request to 
amend the special permit it 
had granted and voted to 
give a favorable recommen- 
dation for the same changes 
to the special permit granted 
by the City Council. 

“The Solectria property is

Burlington 

“With a cap of 25 having 
been set by the Board of 
Selectmen, a total of 32 
employees filed for early 
retirement by the Sept. 30 
deadline,” notes the 
Burlington edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“Town Administrator 
Robert Mercier said that 
some of those who submitted 
their names for the program 
do not meet the eligibility 
standards and others will not 
be allowed to participate due 
to the overall cap and the 
limits established for various 
categories. 

“There are seven public 
safety employees who have 
filed for early retirement- 
four police officers and three 
firefighters, including two 
lieutenants. 

“Those seeking early 
retirement were given forms 


which must be completed: 
and submitted, reported 
Mercier, 

“All those taking part in 
the program must leave their 
jobs by Nov. 15. 

“While the town expects to 
realize long-term savings. 
from the program, Mercier 
acknowledged that the town 
will miss the experience of 
those who are leaving and 
that there will be a transition 
as new employees step into 
those jobs. 

“While actual payments 
vary in individual situations, 
employees have been given 
an incentive (a minimum of 
5 percent in additional pay- 
ments) to leave early. 

“In order to be eligible, 
employees were required to 
be at least 55 years of age 
with a minimum of 10 years 
of employment with the town 
or had worked for the town 
for at least 20 years, regard- 
less of age. 

“Town Meeting gave its 
approval to the program on 
Sept. 9 and voted funding for:
